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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 11,15-16, 19-23, 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cowart (US Patent No 4979183) in view of Batzer et al (US Patent No 6188720 Bl). 

Regarding claims 11, 15, Cowart discloses a PCMCIA-sized card (fig. 1) suitable for 
connection to a portable computer comprising: a radio transceiver (20 of fig. 1) within the card 
arranged to transmit and receive spread spectrum radio frequency communications (col. 3, lines 
15-38; col. 4, lines 22-3 1 ; col. 6, lines 30-56). 

However, Cowart does not specifically disclose the features of metallic shield adjacent 
the card arranged to provide electromagnetic shielding for the radio transceiver. 

On the other hand, Batzer et al, from the same field of endeavor, discloses a 
communication system that has a first modem having a digital port for communicating a first 
data block in a first format between a first transmission channel and the digital port and a second 
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modem having a digital port for communicating a second data block in a second format between 
a second transmission channel and the digital port. The controller/processing device comprises a 
first interface means, a second interface means and a conversion means. The first interface means 
is adapted for receiving the first data block in the first format from the first digital port. The 
conversion means is coupled to the first interface means. The conversion means converts the first 
data block in the first format to the second data block in the second format. The second interface 
means is coupled to the conversion means. The second interface means is adapted for sending the 
second data block in the second format to the second digital port. The second interface means 
starts sending the second data block after said the interface means has received the header block 
and before it has received the message block (col. 2, lines 18-37; col. 7,lines 8-37). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
apply the technique of Batzer to the communication system of Cowart in order to provide a radio 
frequency communication that allows data and other information to be shared or exchanged. 

Regarding claims 16, 19-21, Wallace et al discloses a PCMCIA-sized card (fig. 1, figs. 3- 
6) suitable for connection to a portable computer comprising a radio transceiver within the card 
capable of processing radio communications (col. 3, lines 15-38; col. 4, lines 22-31; col. 6, lines 
30-56). 

However, Cowart does not specifically disclose the features of metallic shield adjacent . 
the card arranged to provide electromagnetic shielding for the radio transceiver. 

On the other hand, Batzer et al, from the same field of endeavor, discloses a 
communication system that has a first modem having a digital port for communicating a first 
data block in a first format between a first transmission channel and the digital port and a second 
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modem having a digital port for communicating a second data block in a second format between 
a second transmission channel and the digital port. The controller/processing device comprises a 
first interface means, a second interface means and a conversion means. The first interface means 
is adapted for receiving the first data block in the first format from the first digital port. The 
conversion means is coupled to the first interface means.

Regarding claims 22-23, 27-28, Wallace et al discloses a PCMCIA-sized card (fig. 1) 
suitable for connection to a portable computer comprising a radio transceiver within the card 
capable of processing radio communications, the transceiver comprising a receiver including a 
down converter arranged to covert RF communication signals to IF communication signals a first 
IF bandpass filter capable of passing a first band of frequencies (col. 3, lines 15-38; col. 4, lines 
22-3 1 ; col. 6, lines 30-56); and a second IF bandpass filter capable of passing a second band of 
frequencies different from the first band of frequencies (col. 10, line 40- col. 11, line 26). 

However, Cowart does not specifically disclose the features of metallic shield adjacent 
the card arranged to provide electromagnetic shielding for the radio transceiver. 
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On the other hand, Batzer et al, from the same field of endeavor, discloses a 
communication system that has a first modem having a digital port for communicating a first 
data block in a first format between a first transmission channel and the digital port and a second 
modem having a digital port for communicating a second data block in a second format between 
a second transmission channel and the digital port. The controller/processing device comprises a 
first interface means, a second interface means and a conversion means. The first interface means 
is adapted for receiving the first data block in the first format from the first digital port. The 
conversion means is coupled to the first interface means. The conversion means converts the first 
data block in the first format to the second data block in the second format. The second interface 
means is coupled to the conversion means. The second interface means is adapted for sending the 
second data block in the second format to the second digital port. The second interface means 
starts sending the second data block after said the interface means has received the header block 
and before it has received the message block (col. 2, lines 18-37; col. 7,lines 8-37). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
apply the technique of Batzer to the communication system of Cowart in order to provide a radio 
frequency communication that allows data and other information to be shared or exchanged.

3. Claims 12-14, 17-18, 24-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
